Washington— Although- the exploit 


of a few aviators in trying to' fly 
across the Atlantic is something which 
ordinarily would give the American 
government no concern, there is an 
intense hope here amounting to a fer- 
vent wish that the French fliers will 
be found alive and that their flight 
will have proved a success. 


The unfortunate impression made in 


Paris by press reports there about the 
withholding of weather advices from 
"Washington has hardly been erased by 
the explanations and denials. It is 
realized that the French press per- 
mitted the masses to get the idea of 
American plotting to prevent 
the 


Frenchmen from taking off ahead of 
the Americans. The weather bureau 
sent out its weather reports just the 
same but static prevented their re- 
ception in Pans. Other parts of the 
world received the weather 
bureau's 


reports but facts like these coming in 
belated explanations did not catch up 
with the emotional outbursts that pre- 
ceded. 


FLIERS GOOD SPORTS 


The regrettable part of the episode 


is that any part of the French people 
should 
consider , Americans . such 


sportsmen as to attempt by deception 
to prevent the French fliers from get- 
ting started.. The element "of sports- 
manship has been particularly em- 
phasized by American aviators in "all 
their'relations with foreign Siers. As 
for the French, attitude, a good many 
American athletes brought back the 
unpleasant impressions made on them 
at the last Olympic games when the 
French spectators jeered 
American 


performances. 


If it were an athletic contest or even 


an aviation race under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, there woud be little dispo- 
sition here to pay any atcntion to the 
reports of how Frenchmen 
accused 


America of withholding weather re- 
ports. But coming at a time when an- 
ti-American feeling in France is sup- 
posed to be at its height in connection 
with the request of tho United States 
in recent years that payments be 
made on war debts, there is naturally 
a. sensativencss here .about anything 
that might come up to mar the effort 
at better relations. 


NAVY CONTINUES HUNT 


So the American navy and coast 


guard is bending every effort to find 
the missing fliers. In fact a determined 
search is being made in the hope that 
a rescue may be effected by Americans 
""thus offsetting if possible, any im- 


pressions that America did not wish 
the Frenchmen to win. 


Also Ambassador Hcrrick's cable- 


gram urging that the American con- 
testants withhold their start at this 
time has been communicated to the 
various fliers, but the rivalry among 
them is so great that governmental in- 
fluence will probably iiot avail. Storms 
thus far have dclaj-ed the starts and 
th« hope is that the French fliers may 
^.•et be found so that there may be no 
question about the glory of their 
achievement ahead of all others.

Mrs. Snyder, the 
Queens Village 


housewife, sees herself a victim of in- 
justice, and is prepared to 
fight 


against the death sentence. 


Justice Townsend Scudder, who im- 


posed the sentence on Mrs. Snyder and 
Gray Saturday was quoted by tho New 
Tork American as opposed to the 
death penalty in general. 


Gray's picture of himself as a "best 


example" was sketched in a note he 
addressed to "the public." The note 
said: 
"I-wish to take this opportunity of 


thanking the many kind Christians 
from all over the country who took 
time to pray for me and to send me 
letters of sympathy and literature of 
faith. Your efforts have not been in 
vain, for I have been saved. 


"May 
tlie day come when people will 


clamor and fight to enter into cliurch- 
cs to hear God's word as they did lo 
enter this building to hear such sor- 
did words of shame and sin. Would 
that every man and w^oman who is not 
living in keeping with the command- 
ments take heed from this case and 
turn to God for forgiveness.

In the case in question, 
my correspondent was entitled to take 
two tricks, reducing 
the Declarer's 


tricks and augmenting 
her own by 


that number; but as this reduction of 
the Declarer's tricks did not take her 
below the-amount bid, the contract 
was not defeated and may correspond- 
ent was not entitled to any score or 
trick-bonus whatever. 
Had the De- 


clarer bid live and had her six odd 
tricks been reduced by the revoke 
penalty 
to four, my correspondent 


would have 
scored 50 for defeating 


the contract by one trick: but she did 
not defeat the contract, and the only- 
revoke penalty in these days is tricks, 
not points: 
Tho Declarer was quite 


right in claiming game. She was left 
with" four odd tricks at a Spade con- 
tract (36), and was entitled—her con- 
tract having been fulfilled—to scoie 
them all.

At 11 or 11:30 Coupal sends

Later the counter- 


claim was amended to decrease the 
claim for damages about $2.000. 


Tho Bowermans contended that the 


herd was infested with tuberculosis 
and that they suffered

clared the livestock assoicatlon was 
not legally entitled to the cattle in 
question and they were not illegally 
detained by the defendants.

NEW CONSERVATION SYSTEM 
The bill sponsored by the Izaak Wal- 


ton league for the reorganization of Wis- 
consin's conservation system has passed 
the senate with but two opposing votes 
and awaits the approval and signature of 
the governor. It substitutes for the pres- 
ent one-man commission, with limited 
powers, a conservation board of six un- 
paid members which has in conjunction 
with the governor extensive authority in 
the protection and propagation of fish. 
erame and forests. The two members of 
the senate who voted against it criticised 
the measure principally'on the ground 
that it was advocateti by the Izaak Wal- 
ton league, asserting that most of the 
game and fish hogs and law violators 
were members of this organization and 
that the bill is an attempt to regulate 
fishing and hunting for sportsmen only. 
Regardless of whether this is true or not, 
there is no force to the criticism. There 
are hypocrites, in every organization, 
churches included. The purposes of the 
guiding element in the Izaak 
Walton 


league are the genuine conservation of 
natural resources, and are altogether 
commendable.

Everyone who has at heart the conser- 


>*ation of fish, gaine and forests knows 
that the present system is poorly adapted 
to this object, and that it has produced 
unsatisfactory results. The job of com- 
missioner is about nine-tenths politics. 
-\Vhfre-the-board set up-under the Izaak 
.Walton league bill ir political in the 
sense that it is appointed by the gov- 
ernor, nevertheless it probably repre- 
sents the nearest approach to non-polit- 


• ical conservation that can be expected. 
' ;The fact that members of the board serve 
; \vithout pay takes away the chief motive 
; for surrendering it to politics. For com- 


i petency and integrity it will have, to de- 


• pend upon the wisdom and good faith of 
i the executive in making the appoint- 


ments. Its duty will be to study the con- 
ditions and needs of the state,' which 


; -when ascertained, can be met by admin- 
. istrative orders. Any conservation agency 
must have wide latitude of authority to 
meet emergencies, and to apply remedies 
to situations as they arise. Biennial ses- 
sions of the legislature are too infrequent 
to handle these problems, and further- 
more it seldom handles them on their 
merits. 
We think the measure is a step 


forward in conservation and in the pre- 
serving unspoiled of the great outdoors. 
'Certainly it is an experiment worth try- 
ing out.

OUTLAWING WAR 


Much interest has been aroused by a 


proposal of the French Foreign minister 
to negotiate a treaty with the United 
States outlawing war as between these 
two countries. The suggestion came out 
of a clear sky. without previous indica- 
tion that the French had such a plan un- 
der advisement. We can see no reason 
why this government should not enter 
into s,uch a pledge. It is true that France 
is more likely to commit offenses against 
us than we are against France. She has 
proprietary interests in the New world 
that might conceivably bring ^her into 
conflict with the United States, whereas 
we have none in Europe or in any other 
part of the world that would invite ag- 
gressiveness. Nevertheless, we do not 
think that we as a nation have anything 
to lose by binding ourselves to keep the 
peace. In any difference of opinion that 
would arise between the two countries 
we could not stand to lose by 
peaceful 


negotiation, and we are powerful enough 
to protect ourselves against,imposition. 


The 
possibilities of war between 


France and the United States are exceed- 
inglv small, just as they are between the 
United States and Great Britain. 
The 


principal value of a treaty outlawing war 
such as France proposes would not, in our 
opinion, lie so much in the security it 
would afford to the parties themselves 
as in the example it would set to the rest 
of the world of the efficacy of such en- 
gagements in promoting international 
peace, and in the challenge it would pre- 
sent to other nations to go and do like- 
wise. If it could have a helpful effect in 
breaking down the barrier of suspicion 
and fear tfiat-exists' throughout Europe, it 
would be of incalculable benefit. 


It has been suggested that such a treaty 


would be in contravention of the cove- 
nant of the League of nations, in that it 
would prevent France as signatory from 
joining in the application of ..sanctions 
against a war or threatened war of of- 
fense, but a careful examination of the 
covenant shows that this interpretation is 
without foundation. In fact, the point is 
expressly covered by Article 21 which 
reads that "nothing in this covenant shall 
be deemed to affect the validity of inter- 
national engagements * * * * * for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace." Final- 
ly, the treaty would not necessarily bind 
this country to unlimited arbitration. It 
would simply forever outlaw war as be- 
tween the two countries, and leave them 
to such peaceful devices as they might 
find to settle their controversies and to 
insure justice and fair dealing.

UXCLE SAM'S FILMS 


Washington, D. C. — During the 


season for field work which has just 
opened and will continue until Sep- 
tember, Uncle Sam, as a movie pro- 
ducer, will make twenty new films. In 
the making of these motion pictures 
his production company, known as 
the Office of Motion. Pictures of, the 
Department of Agriculture, is sending 
three crews into the field. They will 
cover a large part of the United 
States this year, 
operating 
as far 


west as Utah. 
Neither the names, nor the subjects 


of the twenty new pictures will »e 
announced. This, for the reason that 
if they were made public at this time 
the Department would be overwhelm- 
ed with requests and demands for the 
films. Experience has taught those 
who handle government movies this 
lesson, which is regarded as the most 
conclusive evidence of the popularity 
of this particular line o"f Uncle Sam's 
numerous activities. 


After the field work is over in Sep- 


tember tlie fall and winter months 
will be devoted to editing, titling, cut- 
ting, and assembling the new films, 
and when they are 
completed 
and 


ready for distribution the public will 
be informed of their nature and given 
a chance to have them shown ir all 
sections of the United States. 


These pictures, along with 
those" 


produced in years past, are intended, 
primarily to-aid in the extension work 
of the Department of - Agriculture and 
are distributed through the division 
that handles that and through co- 
operating state agencies. In addition 
the films can be borrowed 
for 
£x- 


hibition purposes by fanners' organ- 
izations, schools, colleges, churches, 
community centers, theaters, or indi- 
viduals, who are responsible and will 
guarantee the transportation charges 
both ways. 


Also prints of any of the pictures 


may be purchased by organizations or 
individuals under authorisation oi the 
Department from a Commercial man- 
ufacturer at prices that have been 
established by competitive 
bidding. 


These prices range from $21 to $33 
per reel of approximately 1000 feet. 
Incidentally. 
It may ie said, the 


Government has been doing a fairly 
business in selling prints of many of 
it spictures. a considerable number of 
them even having been titled in for- 
eign languages and sold abroad.

adult start feeding on the cloth as 
soon as thcywarc hatched. Each lives 
about three weeks and lays about 200 
eggs.

By Babson In Stock Market

ADVANCE NOT GENERAL 


"The impression scorns to be that

Steel and General Motors fiavc had 
speculative advances: hut statistics 
show that the general market has not 
advanced much. Last September the 
average of tlie twenty leading indus- 
trial blocks stood at ICO while today 
they are at about 103. While certain 
.slocks have gone up 
considerably, 


other stocks have gone down. It is, 
however, true that the market shows 
some increase over a year ago and 
the 
transactions have 
been 
very 
heavy. 


"A market with heavy transactions. 


a few spectacular leaders, but wilh 
no general advance, is usually 
tho 


sign of a distributing market. If so, 
the insiders have been selling stocks 
the past winter. When operating buch 
a campaign, "the custom is to bull a 
few spectacular leaders as a smoke 
screen while tliey sell the 
general 


market. Newspapers tend to feature 
these leaders and the public think 
that all other stocks will go up just 
the same and hence buy while the in- 
siders sell out. 


CHEAP MONEY HOLDING UP 


MARKET 


"In a few instances increased earn- 


ings are justifying hiirher prices fo" 
stocks. This especially is true in con- 
nection with 
certain of the rails. 


Stocks usually sell, however, on the 
future outlook for earnings rather 
than on account of earnings which 
have gone over the dam. 


The general impression is that the out 


look for steel and motor earnings is le^s 
attractive than it has been for some 
time. Construction work in many lines 
is falling off, which tends to decrease 
steel earnings temporarily, while the 
cut in motor car prices must eventual- 
ly affect the profits of the Motor'Car 
companies. The real reason for the 
high priced stock market 
is cheap 


money'in abundance. Ch'eap money 
works in two ways. First, it enables 
sneculalors-to borrow money at a rate 
less than the interest paid on the se- 
curities purchased. Hence, specula- 
tors make a profit on their interest ac- 
count. Secondly, it tends 
to make 


people hold rather than sell. Tho pres- 
ent market is supported, not because 
of the buyers, but because there are no 
sellers. 


"Cheap and abundant money has 


caused many pools to be formed, as 
these have beou very easy, to finance. 
II? is even siad that many of the lead- 
ing bankers of Xcw York are person 
ally interested in these 
pools and 


hence have had an abundant supply 
of credit. How long present.credit con 
ditions can continue, nobody knov.s; 
but any severe slump in credit condi- 
tions would seriously affect the slock 
market. Keen investors refuse to^ get 
too bullish on rails because of the la- 
bor situation. The recent wage ad- 
vances given to the railroad men show 
that labor can skim the cream about 
as fast as it rises. If labor would be 
willing to reduce wages when earnings 
decline, such 
increases at present 


would be in order, but reducing wages 
is almost impossible. 


WATCH FOREIGN COUNTRIES 
"Tho most serious factor of the sit- 


uation other than decreasing earnings 
which foreshadow dividend cuts, 
is 


the unsettled affairs abroad. Although 
Europe is greatly improved, yet its 
financial situation continues very bad. 
Any explosion in Europe would have 
a very bad effect on the stock market 
here. 


This would not only be true senti- 


menially but it should be remembered 
that European invtesors are sending a 
large amount of funds to this country 
for investment. 
A serious conflict 


abroad would make it necessary for 
many of these funds to be withdrawn, 
which in turn would mean the sale of 
securities. Tho present slock market 
is all right s,o long as there arc few 
sellers, but as soon as a. large .•unount 
of offerings arc thrown on tiie^narket. 
it is very doubtful it** the 
market 


would hold out. 


"Thus far nothing has developed in 


China to cause serious alarm in the 
United States and Canada. Conditions 
however, are very bad in China and 
have been getting bad constantly for 
some years. Furthermore, if history 
repeats itself, conditions will be won-c i 
before they are letter and it will be j 
many years before they a^aln become j 
settled.

I would not advise local investments, 
as one can then do much better on 
the New York Stock Exchange; but 
touay. New York prices are so very 
high, local investments look to me 
more attractive. Those who do not 
want to risk their funds in any local 
investment, can at least put their 
money in the savings depaitment of 
a good local bank and get 4 per cent 
interest.'or else buy municipal coun- 
ty bonds."

"We are not." says Bellows in ex- 


planing the commission's program, 
"going to say that the wave-jumpers 
are barred.

"There is for them, however, no 


established priority right to any wave 
length. This fact will be counted as 
part of the record of these stations, 
but if their past record shows valu- 
able service we are going- to try to 
take care of them.
